Calais, July 
13.—Herbert Latham, and the entire population of the neigh- 


the French avlntor, made a daring but] boring villages lined the shore below 
unsuccessful attempt to cross the Eng- 
lish channel in his 
monoplane 
this 


morning. He got away splendidly un- 
der perfect conditions from the top of 
the chalk cliff at Sangatte and had 
covered over half the distance at an 
average height of five hundred feet 
when the motor slowed down and he 
was obliged to descend. 


The air space of the wings, however, 


kept the machine afloat and the mono- 
plane, lying like a wounded bird, was 
stretched out on the water when the 
French torpedo boat destroyer Harpon, 
which had ke; t abreast throughout the 
journey, came alongside and picked up 
the aviator. 


. 
Dry and Smoking a Cigarette. 


M. Latham was not wet and still sat 


on the saddle, which is located above 
the wings and 
behind, 
smoking 
a 


cigarette, 
lie immediately announced 


that he waa not discouraged by the 
failure and'would try. again as soon as 
the machine was repaired. 
The inju- 


ries to the monoplane were slight, the 
principal damage being caused when 
it was hauled aboard the torpedo boat 
destroyer. The motor is intact. 


The watchers on bjtli shores had an 


anxious hour after the machine was 
lost to view behind a thin veil of fog 
on- the French side and apprehension 
was not allayed until the semipbore 
nt Calais reported that the 
Harpon 


was returning, with M. Latham unin- 
jured, aboard. 
On landing, the aero- 


naut was given a frantic reception. 


. The failure of the motor is attrib- 


uted to a bad carbureter on'the mono- 
plane which, when four hundred, feet 
In the .air. began t'o descend. 
When 


the machine was 200 feet above the 
water Latham shut off the. power and 
the 
.machine .glided 
down 
gently, 


alighting on the waves with .hardly a 
splash. 


• .Will" fry "it" Again. . 


In a brief interval.Mr. Latham said: 
"I cannot exactly ssy what stopped 


the motor. 1 tried to gef the .engine 
working again but could not and was 
obliged to fly gradually down to the 
sea. 
I believe that previous to tbe 


mishap I maintained a flight four hun- 
dred feet above the water. It was un- 
fortunate that the motor stopped, as 
everything else was favorable; 
-was-' 


going well at the time. . Never mind, 
I will h,ave another Antoinette mono- 
plane from C'.ialons, with which an- 
other attempt will be made to cross 


Latham was in high spirits as ho care- 
fully inspected every part of the ma- 
chine, and on making several trials 
with the right-cylinder mot,or, found 
the machine perfect. 


The Start Was Fine. 


There was a wait of an hour until 


the torpedo bouts and tugs, strung out 
in a line toward the horizon, took up 
their 
positions. 
Fnally all 
was 
in 


readiness and 
the monoplane was 


pushed back 200 yards from the crest 
of the 
cliff which has a precipitous 


fall of 20D feet to the sea. Latham 
was clad in a knlckerbocker suit and 
had 
donned a 
life 
preserver. 
He 


showed no signs of nervousness as ho 
shook 
hands 
with 
his 
friends on 


mounting the saddle. 
"Start the mo- 


tor" he cried to his assistant, and then 
with a nod of his head and the words 
"see you in Dover," he touched the 
starting lever off, the machine run- 
ning along the ground.with Increased 
momentum at every turn. 


Sails Out Over the Water. 


Just before reaching the edge of the 


cliff the aeronaut touched the horizont- 
al lever and the machine with its white 
outstretched, wings rose gracefully and 
sailed out over the shining waters 
amid a,, roar of cheers from the cliff 
and 
shores. 
Tbe 
monoplane after 


leaving the 
cliff ascended, gradually 


until it was practically 300 feet above 
the sea. Then, straight as an arrow, 
it.continued its flight towards the Eng- 
lish coast, apparently under perfect 
control, at a rate of about 35 miles an 
hour. 
The 
black 
hulled 
destroyer 


Harpon kept almost under her aerial 
companion and at the end of fifteen 
minutes both disappeared in the haze 
on the horizon. 


Girls Kiss the Aviator.

received a tremendous ovation. 


Dozens, of times he was compelled to 
kiss .girls ..wjho threw'their arms about 
his-neck.

failed about 12 miles out and owing to 
the slowing down of the engines he 
was unable to' remain longer In the 
air. 
The aviator was neither injured 


or discouraged and declared his inten- 
tion again of trying to cross the chan- 
nel.

pany, of Albany. This provides prin- 
cipally for extra accommodations for 
patients—accommodations 
that 
are 


sorely needed, as .is evidenced by the 
long waiting list. 
Denied reasonably 


prompt admittance to the sanatorium 
because of lack of room, an. incipient 
and readily curable case of tubercu- 
losis may progress to the advanced or 
far advanced stage,.with a fatal termi- 
nation probable after a long and bitter 
fight for health. 


As expressed by a prominent spe- 


cialist in pulmonary cases, "few propo- 
sitions in medicine are more Inviting 
than the treatment of an incipient case 
of tuberculosis; few more discouraging 
and disappointing after the disease is 
well advanced." 


Two new three story brick wings, 


each accommodating eighty patients, 
will be speedily

sanatorium and additional tent camps 
will be established, giving the institu- 
tion a total capacity of 320 patients In 
winter and >3CO between April 15 and 
November I, when the tents are in use.

Few Begin Early Enough. 


While lack of room at Hay Brook al 


times may have caused the sacrifice ol 
some lives that might have been saved, 
the great difficulty has been, and stii: 
is, to get persons s'uffering from the 
disease to begin treatment sufficiently 
early to'secure the advantages whicr 
the state has placed, at their service 
free of all expense. Dr. Albert H. Gar- 
vin, the superintendent, said today thai 
it is still a lamentable fact that a. large 
part of the supposedly incipient cases 
sent by family physicians to officia 
examiners throughout the state are 
really advanced cases, many of whom 
are hopeless. 
Sometimes the fault lies 


with the patient, who seeks medica 
advice too late, and sometimes 
re 


sponsibility rests with the family doc 
tor, who is unskilled in early diagnosis 
of tuberculosis. 


In New York. 
Albany and Buffali 


the fight against the disease is organ 
ized and effective, but in smaller citie; 
and in towns and villages there i: 
much room for improvement. 
In on< 


city, out of 127 persons sent by physi 
cians to an official examiner of th 
state sanatorium certified as suffering 
from tuberculosis 
in the. inclpien 


stage. 118 were found to be moderatel 
or far advanced. Their rejection di 
not mean that the hospital authoritie 
necessarily considered them incurable 
but simply that the facilities of th 
hospital made it impossible to accep 
patients who have not a fair and im 
mediate prospect of recovery.

in New York city, out of 651 appli 
cations for RayBrook in a single yea 
only 107 were recommended for ad 
mission. Still worse was the expert 
cnce of Dr. Pryor.

This soon led to complaints 'that per- 
sons, able to pay were being- given the 
preference. 
Today there are no pay 


patients there ami none is desired. 


The Ray Brook sanatorium, as it is 


generally called, is in -Essex county, 
about three and one-half miles from 
Saranac'lake, birthplace of the open 
air cure in America, and five miles 
from Lake Placid. 
It includes 51B 


acres of land adjoining the state for- 
est preserve. 'The altitude is 1,635 feet 
and the view from the verandas is one 
o£ the finest in the Adirondacks. 


Three months is the shortest'time 


that any definite and permanent im- 
provement is expected at Ray Brook, 
and some patients are kept for six 
months or longer. The general plan of 
treatment has remained 
the same 


since the opening of. the 'hospital. 
It 


consists of fresh air day and night, an 
abundant diet of mixed foods and ex- 
ercise -and rest systematically regu- 
lated according to individual necessi- 
ties. In some cases judicious over- 
feeding is enforced. Little or no med- 
icine is given. 
Tuberculin is not ad- 


ministered as a curative agent, but 
sometimes is used as an aid to' diag- 
nosis. 


In a word, there is no medical treat- 


men at Ray Brook, but xather medical 
supervision to guard against thought- 
less, injurious acts on the part of 
those "taking the cure." All patients 
who are able are expected to perform 
light tasks for short periods daily. 


Work on the additions to the hos- 


pital will ba pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and by next summer it is hoped 
that twice the present number of pa- 
tients will be wooed back to health.

Herbert Knox Smith Says' 
Railways and Waterways 


Must Work Together. 


Washington, D. C.. July 10.—Co-op- 


eration between railways and water- 
ways seems absolutely necessary 
to 


insure a reasonable and etlk-k-nt use of 
the inland water-courses of this coun- 
try. 


This conclusion Is reached in the re- i 


port of Herbert Knox Smith, commis- I 
sioiier of corporations, in Part U of I 
his discussion of the subject of "Trans- 
portation byxWatcr." which his bureau 
has 
been 
Invpstlssulng 
for 
many I 


months. 
The second part of the re- i 


port was transmitted to President Tnft 
today. U deals with trafllc by water, 
anj portions of it are particularly siis- 
sestive and significant. . 


It is pointed out by Commissioner 


Smith that "It is a public evil that Hit- 
entire transportation system 
of 
the 


L'nitei) States should be, as now. at 
odds with itself through destructive 
cumpi'tltlon. while the transportation 
needs of the public suffer." 


"Traffic in Itself." tho report con- 


tinues. "Is a. necessity for thn proper 
development of a waterway. State and 
federal work must be supplemented by 
private initiative, especially in termi- 
nals and equipment, and private ini- 
tiative will come IP. only when there Is 
reasonable chance of enough traffic to 
make it profitable. 
One ot the great 


questions, therefore, Is the question of 
bow to secure for the inland riv.ers and 
canals a reasonable share of the coun- 
try's traffic." 


In the body of the report. Commis- 


sioner Smith points out the'predomi- 
najice of bull: trullic by water, and the 
reasons therefor. Then he outlines the 
practical results to .be nhtnlned from 
a thorough system ot waterways.
